Steelworkers on strike 
throughout five states 


PITTSBURGH (U P I) - About 14,000 
members of the United Steelworkers of 
America went on strike today at 15 
plants in five states in the basic steel in­ 
dustry’s first major walkout since 1959. 
The USWA said the strikes centered on 
local issues at 12 mining companies in 
Minnesota and M ichigan’s Upper 
P e n n isu la, Joseph T. Ryerson 
warehouses in Cleveland and Carnegie, 


Pa., and electrical cable division of U.S. 
Steel Corp. in Worcester, Mass. 
The USWA said a settlement was 
reached over the weekend at the 
Groveland Mine in Iron Mountain, Mich., 
and three other mines in Minnesota and 
Wyoming are working under an exten­ 
sion of their contracts. 
A union spokesman said he did not 
know if negotiations were being held 
Report of Teamster 
bribe to Nixon probed 


NEW YORK (U P I) - The Justice 
Department is investigating charges 
that Teamsters Union leaders provided a 
$1-million secret cash fund to the Nixon 
administration in return for Nixon’s 
barring Jimmy Hoffa from returning to 
union power, Time Magazine reports in 
its current edition. 
The article said the F B I believes Nix­ 
on may have been speaking of the $1 
million in the Watergate tape conversa­ 
tion with John Dean of March 21,1973, in 
which the President and his counsel 
talked about the Watergate burglars’ de­ 
mands for huge sums of “ hush money.” 
Nixon said on the tape: “ What I mean 
is you could get a million dollars ... and 
you could get it in cash. I know where it 
could be gotten.” 
Time said the F B I believes the money 
was received by former Nixon aide 
Charles Colson either himself or through 
an associate, but was never used, ac­ 
cording to an informant, because the 
“ hush money” scheme was dropped. 
What happened to the $1 million is still 
a mystery, Time said 


Planners slate 
meeting tonight

Lompoc Planning Commission will 
hold a special meeting tonight to iron out 
a developer’s snafu that has stalled a 31- 
home subdivision in the north end of the 
city. 
The commission w ill consider a 
request for a conditional use permit for 
O’Henry Hilley on a development to 
clear the way for the homes on a parcel 
between G and D Streets and north of 
Barton Avenue. 
Construction on the project has 
already begun, but it was halted recently 
when it was discovered that the land was 
really zoned for R-3 or multiple family. 
The meeting is scheduled for 7:30 p m. 
in the City Hall, 119 W Walnut Ave 


A secret F B I report said the money 
was intended as a payoff for Nixon’s 
proviso, when he commuted Hoffa's 13- 
year prison sentence for jury tampering 
and mail fraud in 1971, that Hoffa 
not seek a return to union office until 
1980, Time said. 


The proviso was seen as a protection 
for Hoffa’s successor, staunch Nixon 
supporter Frank Fitzsimmons, that Hof­ 
fa would not try to regain the Teamster 
presidency Hoffa disappeared July 30, 
1975, and was believed executed by the 
underworld. 
Time said the extensive probe has so 
far implicated two union chiefs in the 
payoff — Fitzsimmons and Anthony Pro- 
venzano, a New Jersey Teamster boss 
who served a jail sentence for labor 
racketeering 
Time said government informers have 
told investigators that Provenzano and 
his “ muscleman,” Salvatore Briguglio, 
ordered in early January 1973 that 
$500,000 cash be delivered to a White 
House courier in Las Vegas. 
Provenzano allegedly told an as­ 
sociate, Time said, that the first pay­ 
ment and another $500,000 payment 
allegedly provided by convicted Chicago 
labor racketeer Allen Dorfman were 
made under Fitzsimmons’ orders. 
Provenzano further allegedly said the 
cash had been requested by Colson. Time 
said the F B I believes Colson or an as­ 
sociate received the money in Las Vegas 
on Jan. 6,1973, three days after a lawyer 
for Watergate burglar E. Howard Hunt 
was said to have pressured Colson for 
hush money. 
Colson has denied any knowledge of 
the Team ster money to F B I in­ 
vestigators, Time said. 
The magazine said Justice Depart* 
ment officials now plan to question jailed 
Nixon administration figures John 
Mitchell, John Ehrlichman and H R 
Haldeman and are considering in­ 
terrogating Nixon himself, who is im­ 
mune from prosecution under his pardon 
from former President Gerald Ford 


SANTA BARBARA (U P I) - Erratic 
winds spread flames from a man-caused 
brush fire through part of the Los Padres 
National Forest north of a a brushy area 
which last week burned through an ex­ 
pensive suburb destroying more than 200 
homes. 
The fire, in the Cachuma Lake area 
burned through about 900 acres and was 
reported 50 per cent contained today. 
Three injuries, one serious, were 
reported among the 350 firefighters man­ 
ning the fire lines. 
A massive air assault was planned for 
today on the Cachuma fire and on 


another smaller blaze in steep canyon 
country about 15 miles away, called the 
Indian fire. 
Six carloads of campers were 
evacuated Sunday afternoon from the 
Davy Brown and Nira campgrounds as 
the flames raced northwest burning an 
average of 80 acres an hour. 
The man-caused blaze is about 30 miles 
north of the exclusive Montecito section 
of Santa Barbara, where 234 homes were 
destroyed and several others damaged. 
No homes were in danger in the 
Cachuma fire and no injuries were 
reported. 


A forest ranger noticed the blaze in 
m id-afternoon a half-m ile from 
Cachuma Saddle Ranger Station on Hap­ 
py Canyon Road about 10 miles north of 
Lake Cachuma. 


“ The worst danger,” Smith said, “ is to 
the watershed for Lake Cachuma. 


“ Many people don’t realize it, but that 
lake is the principal fresh water source 
for Santa Barbara, Goleta and parts of 
Montecito and Carpinteria. If the fire 
isn’t checked soon, the long-range 
damage could be more serious than the 
fire itself.”

A spokesman for U.S. Steel said the 
steel industry plans to sue the USWA for 
breach of contract. 
“ There probably are some legitimate 
local issues, but I think basically the 
economic matter of incentives is the big 
issue as far as the steelworkers are con­ 
cerned, and that is not a legitimate local 
issue for a strike,” the spokesman 
said. 
A prolonged walkout could curtail steel 
production in the United States, but in­ 
dustry spokesmen said there was enough 
ore on hand to limit the immediate ef­ 
fects of the walkout. 
The experimental negotiating agree­ 
ment signed by the USW and the Big 10 
steelmakers in 1973 disallowed industry­ 
wide strikes, but a special clause per­ 
mits strikes over local issues without 
prior permission by new international 
USW President Lloyd McBride. 
McBride has authorized strikes at 16 
iron ore mines in Minnesota and 
Michigan, as well as these steel plants: 
Republic Steel Union Drawn Division 
in Hamilton, Ontario; Joseph T. Ryerson 
and Son Inc., in both Carnegie, Pa. and 
Cleveland; and the Electrical Cable 
Division of United State Steel Corp., 
Worcester, Mass. 
Negotiations continued into the early 
hours this morning in Duluth, Minn., an 
area with a heavy concentration of iron 
m ines. 
But industry and union 
spokesmen said the talks proved 
fruitless. 
USW Spokesmen said the strike con­ 
cerned local issues at iron ore mines aqd 
a few other plants, but the industry 
maintained the dispute was over 
economic matters that can only be 
negotiated at the national level. 
The steel industry sought an injunction 
against the strikes, but U.S. District 
Court Judge Daniel Snyder ruled in Pitts­ 
burgh Friday night he lacked the jur- 
sidiction to issue such an injunction. 
Refused time to appeal the decision to 
the U.S. 3rd Circuit Court of Appeals in 
Philadelphia, the industry said it would 
file a compensatory damage suit against 
the union if the strikes occurred.

Congress to see 
welfare reform 
proposal soon 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - President 
Carter this week will send to Congress 
major legislative programs on drug 
abuse and welfare reform, and one that 
would let millions of illegal aliens re­ 
main in this country lawfully. 
Carter continued to make final deci­ 
sions on the legislation as he hurried to 
meet a deadline of Friday, when 
Congress recesses for a month and he 
goes home to Plains, Ga., for a few days. 
The keystone of Carter’s welfare 
reform would be the creation of more 
than a million jobs in the belief the best 
way to cut welfare costs is to turn 
recipients into tax-paying workers. 
Carter is still considering whether to 
provide financial relief to cities and 
states, but apparently has abandoned the 
idea of cutting payments of welfare 
recipients who live in federal housing. 
Through sources both in the ad­ 
ministration and on Capitol Hill, U PI 
learned that the illegal alien legislation 
probably will contain provisions on: 
—Adjustment of status. This would 
permit illegal aliens who were in the 
United States before 1970 to apply for 
citizenship. 
—Non-deportable status. TYiis would 
allow illegal aliens who arrived between 
1970 and Jan 1,1977, to remain here with 
five-year work permits. 
—Employer sanctions. This would set 
civil fines of $1,000 per alien for 
employers who violate the law. There 
now are no penalties. 
—Improve the border patrol along the 
2,000-mile Mexican-U.S boarder. 
—Give “ labor-intensive” aid of as yet 
undetermined amount to Mexico and 
other countries to help create jobs in 
those places, thus easing the need for 
their citizens to cross the U S border in 
search of work. 
The program is aimed at cutting off 
the flow of the hundreds of thousands of 
aliens across U.S. borders each year to 
work at cut-rate wages, llie sources said 
the inducements of the program would 
help the U.S. government to get an ac­ 
curate count on the number of working 
aliens. 
“ Adjustment of status” legislation has 
been on the law books for many years, 
but the current cut-off date is 1948, far 
too long ago to affect many illegal aliens

Fires sparked by lightning threatened 
several small towns in Alaska today and 
new blazes chewed up California’s 
forests and damaged avocado and citrus 
crops 


But in Maine, officials said a fire in a 
200,000-acre preserve in the nation’s 
largest state park was finally contained 
after a 15-day siege 


The Alaskan fires were aided by 
temperatures in the 90s and spread over 
850.000 acres of tinder dry land — an 
area larger than the state of Rhode 
Island — threatening several towns. 
Firefighters blocked one blaze Sunday 
six miles short of a northern section of 
the trans-Alaska pipeline. 
Forty-six fires were burning, most 
caused by lightning in northern Alaska. 
They were mainly on the tundra, a few 
feet above permafrost, and burned moss 
and lichen, but some also destroyed 
timber. 
Firefighters gave up hope of controll­ 
ing many of the fires, deciding to con­ 
centrate on protecting small towns 
“ Firefighters will aggressively attack 
only large fires that threaten villages, 
towns, the trans-Alaska pipeline and 


other similar interests,” said Richard H. 
Ledosquet, Fairbanks district manager 
for the Bureau of Land Management. 
At Corona. Calif., diminishing winds 
and thundershowers helped control a 
5,500-acre blaze, but officials feared 
lightning flashes might ignite more of 
the dense, parched brush. 
Forest Service spokesman George Bid­ 
dle said the fire briefly threatened a 
tract of 100 new homes on Corona’s out­ 
skirts before it was reported contained 
at dawn Sunday. 
Seven minor injuries were reported 
and Biddle estimated damage at $600,000 
— including harm to avocado and citrus 
crops. 
Some firefighters were reassigned to 
fight flames in Northern California’s 
Napa Valley, the fourth fire in eight days 
for many of the men. 
Another fire, ignited by the collision of 
a tanker truck and a cargo rig on Inter­ 
state 5 in the Newhall, Calif., area — 30 
miles northwest of Los Angeles — was 
controlled Sunday after charring 450 
acres of brushland. 
The collision and fire closed the 
highway, the main north-south link 
between Los Angeles and San Francisco, 
for six hours Saturday. 
GOP charges Carter 
with union 'payoff' 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - Three GOP 
leaders today called for a full congres­ 
sional investigation of what one called a 
“ blatant political payoff” by President 
Carter to the maritime unions. 
Republican National Chairman Bill 
Brock, Senate Minority Leader Howard 
Baker and House Minority Leader John 
Rhodes, at a joint news conference, 
called for the investigation into Carter's 
support for a bill requiring that 9.5 per 
cent of all imported oil be carried on 
U.S. tankers with American crews 
Brock said Carter approved the 
legislation even though it was opposed by 
the Pentagon, the Commerce and 
Treasury departments, and his trade 
negotiator, Robert Strauss. 
“ Jimmy Carter received more than 
$100,000 (in campaign contributions) 
from the maritime interests and we now 
have memoranda written by his own top 
aides that demonstrates that the con­ 
sumers will foot the bill,” Brock said. 


He added that Carter’s support for the 
bill is "a blatant political payoff in viola­ 
tion of the national interest.” 


Baker and Rhodes said they would “ do 
everything possible under the rules” to 
force a congressional investigation. At­ 
tempts for further hearings on the bill by 
Republicans in the Senate Commerce 
Committee and House Merchant Marine 
and Fisheries Committee failed last 
week. 


The Republicans said the Carter bill 
would raise gasoline and fuel oil prices 
two cents a gallon and cost the public 
between $800 million and $2 billion a 
year. 
Currently there is no requirement that 
imported oil be carried on American 
tankers and former President Gerald 
Ford twice vetoed cargo preference 
legislation that set the level at 30 per cent 
for American crews on tankers carrying 
imported oil. 
City Council to examine 
plan for geothermal plant

Plans for Lompoc’s role in the con­ 
struction and operation of a geothermal 
power plant will be submitted for City 
Council approval tomorrow night. 
The Northern California Power 
Agency project heads a rather sedate 
agenda for the regular meeting at 7:30 
p m. in the School Administration Board 
Room at 1301 North A St. 
NCPA last week finalized a lease 
between the 11-city power cooperative 
and Shell Oil Co., for steam from the 
Geysers steam field, 80 miles north of 
San Francisco near Sonoma. 
Plans to build a 110-megawatt power 
plant on the site now await approval of 
not only Lompoc, but Roseville, Santa 
Clara, Alameda, Lodi, Ukiah, Heald- 
sburg and the Plumas-Sierra Rural 
Electric Cooperative. AH would receive 
a share of the power produced at the 
plant. 


Lompoc’s share of both the costs and 
benefits of the project would be about 
3 28 per cent. 
The price tag on the project is es­ 
timated $30 to $35 million and Lompoc’s 
ante accordingly would be about $1.1 
million. 
City Administrator Gene Wahlers was 
preparing a report on the power plant 
proposal today and would not disclose 
any further details. 
Further down the agenda under un­ 
finished business. Wahlers also is 


scheduled to present a report on the City 
Hall project, and City Attorney Alan 
Davidson will report on the release of the 
final payment retention for the 
Wastewater Treatment Plant. 
In addition, city staff will urge council 
to approve a contract for “ Architectural 
Design Services” for College Park. 
Three Santa Barbara firms were inter­ 
viewed with a company named 
“ Earthplan” submitting the lowest bid 
for a total cost of about $10,000. 
The only legislative item is the in­ 
troduction and first reading of an or­ 
dinance to add to the City Code two 
provisions dealing with landscaping stan­ 
dards for city structures. 
Two items are listed as new business 
in addition to the NCPA project. 
A Beautification Commission project 
to place planter boxes in front of various 
Lompoc businesses still requires council 
approval for arrangement and place­ 
ment of the planters. Also council will 
be asked to ink an agreement releasing 
businesses who accept planters in front 
of their shops from liability “ arising 
from ... installing, maintaining, water­ 
ing or planting...” of the planters. 
The last new business item is a 
recommendation that council authorize 
$3,000 for the purchase and repair of a 
1972 Chevrolet van as a backup vehicle 
for the transit system. 
Council will also read a petition 
received with 44 names regarding the ex­ 
tension of G Street between Airport and 
College Avenues

C ounty W ater A gency 
tsngineer-Manager Charles H 
awrance informed county 
supervisors today that the 
magnitude and complexity” of 
the State Water Project bond is­ 
sue contemplated by the county 
makes it “extremely difficult 
to a chieve” the proposed 
November, 1978 bond election 
goal. 


Lawrance, in a 41-page report 
to the supervisors sitting as the 
Water Agency directors, said 
the number of public agencies 
involved in the data, analyses 
and decisions also adds to the 
impediments ahead that seem 
likely to frustrate fast and final 
decisions. 


Although a “ considerable 
staff effort” is already going 
into the w ater resources 
development program that has 
been stepped up of late by the 
county board, Lawrence told 
the supervisors that it is evi­ 
dent th a t only a “ crash 
program ” will achieve the 
November 1978 bond election 
goal. 
And if that is desired, he ad­ 
ded, there seemed “little doubt 
that extra help will be required 


and steps should be taken for 
this without delay.” 
The county is now “moving 
fast with throttle to the floor, 
but may still fall short” of the 
1978 goal, Lawrance stressed in 
his re p o rt th a t provided 
detailed answers to a number of 
questions posed by Third 
District Supervisor William B. 
Wallace of Goleta two weeks 
previously at a board session. 
Lawrance said considerable 
input as to needs of the various 
water purveyors in the county 
must be gotten by September, 
along with the realization of 
costs that would be attributed 
to them with advent of State 
water due to treatment and 
storage required 
The county has gained a se­ 
cond continuance to January, 
1979, in regard to a decision as 
to whether or not to move along 
on the second and final fateful 
phase of the State Water pact. 
If there is a successful bond 
election in November, 1978, the 
county would be in a position to 
come to an understanding with 
the state regarding commence­ 
ment of the design of the 
proposed coastal aqueduct 
needed to bring water into the 
county from the north.

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Supporters of death 
Carter's 
penalty to lobby 


SACRAMENTO 
(U P I) - 
B a ck e rs of le g isla tio n to 
restore the death penalty in 
California today geared up 
for “ face-to-face” lobbying, 
confident they will have enough 
votes to override Gov. Edmund 
G. Brown J r .’s veto. 
Fresh from their summer 
recess and with seven weeks 
left until scheduled adjourn­ 
ment for 1977, lawm akers also 
face the big money issues of the 
year — school finance and 
property tax relief. 


While their colleagues went 
on vacation or worked in their 
district offices, 12 lawmakers 
remained behind to attem pt to 
forge a compromise on bills to 
equalize school financing and 
increase homeowner and renter 
property tax relief. 
But they failed to reach 
agreement. A key unresolved 
issue is how much money can 
be spent. Some legislative 
leaders from both parties con­ 
tend any combination of the 
plans could force a general tax 
increase and planned a meeting 
this week to see if the conflict 
can be resolved. 
A s s e m b ly m a n 
A lis t e r 
McAlister, D-San Jose, floor 
sponsor of the measure restor­ 
ing capital punishment, said in 
an interview it probably will be 


enacted into law over Brown’s 
veto by the bare two-thirds 
majority needed. 
“We think we have the votes 
but I doubt that we’ll have more 
that the minimum 54,” he said, 
adding that there are “con­ 
siderable forces” working for 
the override. 
The Senate last month voted 
27-13 to override Brown’s "mat­ 
ter of conscience” veto of a bill 
(SB155) by Sen. George 
Deukmejian, R-Long Beach, to 
restore capital punishment for 
16 kinds of murder. 
An updated UPI survey shows 
52 Assembly votes for an 
override of the veto, 25 against 
and one undecided. Assembly­ 
man Bruce Young, D-Cerritos, 
said he is unsure how he will 
vote. Assemblyman Curtis 
Tucker, D-Los Angeles, who 
voted for the bill, said he will 
now vote against the override. 
“I did the thing I should do by 
voting for the death penalty,” 
Tucker said. “When it comes to 
the override, that’s another is­ 
sue.” 
Tucker added that voters 
have not had a chance to ex­ 
press themselves on the issue 
for five years and since failure 
to enact the bill into law would 
force a ballot initiative, 
“ maybe it’s time to vote 
again.”

News and World Report said 
public relations is C a rter’s 
greatest strength, and 40 per 
cent said his weakest perfor­ 
mance is in political leadership 
Overall, the mem bers who 
resp o n d ed gave him good 
m arks. Almost half, 49 per 
cent, rated him as a “ strong” 
Chief Executive; 40 per cent 
rated him “average” and 11 per 
cent “ below average.” 
Carter was “ below average” 
in dealing with Congress, ac­ 
cording to 44 per cent. House 
R e p u b lic a n W hip R o b e rt 
Michel of Illinois said Carter is 
“ too quick to back down” when 


challenged and Rep. Paul 
Findley, R-IU., said the Presi­ 
dent “badly needs close buddies 
in the Congress.”

Latin America recovers 
quickly from recession 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - In­ 
flation, foreign debts and 
ballooning population m ay 
shadow Latin America, but the 
region’s economic “resiliency” 
sparked quick recovery from 
worldwide recession, the Inter- 
American Development Bank 
said. 
A 500-page report released 
Sunday said Latin America’s 
gross domestic product — the 
gauge for m easuring real 
economic growth — increased 
by nearly 5 per cent last year. 


The rate was twice the 1975 
rate of about 2.4 per cent when 
L atin A m erican econom ies 


reacted to the 1974 economic 
recession The 1976 growth rate 
is still below the 7 4 per cent

“ Most of the countries of

Congress puts 


in extra hours 


to meet deadline 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - 
Long hours and night sessions 
face members of Congress this 
week in an effort to meet a list 
of legislative goals before leav­ 
ing Saturday on a month-long 
recess. 


The House has scheduled day 
and evening sessions to debate 
President C arter’s energy pro­ 
gram. clean air amendments 
and an abortion controversy. 


The Senate remained dead­ 
locked in a filibuster over 
public financing of Senate elec­ 
tion campaigns, and more than 
20 conference reports — com­ 
promises worked out on House 
and Senate legislation — await 
congressional action. 


The House planned to work 
until 7 p.m. EDT each day on 
the energy bill, then labor into 
the evening on conference 
reports. 


The energy package has been 
chopped down 
considerably 
from C arter’s original request, 
but remains one of the most 
sweeping m easures to reach 
Congress this year 


In addition to a 4 cent per 
gallon gasoline tax — which 
could be hiked to 5 cents if a 
proposed GOP amendment is 
adopted — the bill contains a 
tax on gas-guzzling cars, a tax 
to lift crude oil to the world 
price, an extension of natural 
gas price controls, penalties for 
some industries and utilities 
which fail to switch from oil 
and gas to coal, and tax credits 
for home insulation and solar 
and wind energy devices. 


France, West Germany and 
Italy — hurting from the high 
cost of imported oil — are 
building the plant, Europe’s 
largest breeder reactor when 
completed about 1982 


Demonstrators wearing hel­ 
mets and waving heavy sticks 
charged police barriers erected 
three miles around the reactor 
and hurled rocks and Molotov 
cocktails at police, officials 
said.

Feds to take new look 
at strip mining in West 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Faced with Carter adm inistra­ 
tion interest in additional coal 
production and environm en­ 
talists' efforts to stop it, the 
Interior Department plans a 
new look at strip mining the 
billions of tons of coal buried in 
the West 
A six-month review by the 
government could yield new 
policies for surface mining the 
estimated 187 billion tons of 
coal beneath federal land. The 
department, citing the study, 
has asked a federal court to dis­ 
miss California 
environmen­ 
talists’ effort to prevent new 
strip mines 


Officials say the study will 
develop ways to assess the en­ 
vironm ental, 
economic and 
social impacts of strip mining. 
The study will decide, too, 
which tracts of publicly owned 
land can be mined in an en­ 
vironmentally acceptable man­ 
ner, a spokesman said. 
Congress, after a seven-year 
struggle and two vetoes by 


President Ford, recently ap­ 
proved and sent to President 
C arter legislation requiring 
mining companies to restore 
strip mined land to its approx- 
miate original condition. 
An I nt er i or D e p a r t m e n t 
spokesman said the study was 
being conducted because of 
growing pressures “ to begin 
production 
from 
outstanding 
leases and to issue additional 
leases.” 
The C arter adm inistration 
energy program calls for in­ 
creased use of domestic coal 
rese rv e s to offset planned 
declines in foreign oil imports 
Oil reserves are expected to run 
dry early in the next century, 
while enough coal lies buried 
beneath the United States to 
satisfy the nation’s energy 
needs for several centuries 
Carter has called for greater 
national reliance on coal — with 
consumption up by 200 million 
tons in 1985 C arter says he 
wants future coal mini ng 
managed in an environmentally 
sound manner.

production slated 


The talented students of the Music 
Academy of the West began to prepare 
even before their arrival in Santa Bar­ 
bara in late June for the production of 
Der Rosenkavalier. to be held at the 
Lobero Theatre on August 13.

The opera, by Richard Strauss, is as­ 
sociated more closely than any other 
with the late Lotte Lehmann, and is be­ 
ing presented in her honor.

Lehmann sang her first Marschallin with 
Covent Garden in 1924, after “ countless” 
performances as Octavian in Hamburg 
and Vienna 


In 1964 Lotte Lehmann wrote, “ Long 
after I had given up most of my other 
roles in obedience to the inexorable com­ 
mand of time, I was still being recalled 
to the stage to recreate my favorite role, 
the Marschallin in ‘Der Rosenkavalier.’ 
And whenever I sang it. I felt caught up 
in the sheer joy of it, swept away by its 
magic, the words and music streaming 
out as though they truly were part of 
myself.” 
Both Maurice Abravanel, Music Direc­ 
tor of the Music Academy, and Martial 
Smgher, head of the Academy’s Vocal 
Department, feel that a new production 


of Der Rosenkavalier will be a fitting 
tribute to the memory of the foremost in­ 
terpreter of the role of the heroine. The 
opera was last produced by the Music 
Academy in August of 1958, honoring 
Mme Lehmann’s 70th birthday, under 
her direction with Maestro Abravanel 
conducting 
In an article in the Los Angeles Times 
following Mme. Lehmann's death last 
August, music critic Martin Berheimer 
wrote, “ her name is still invoked 
whenever a novice attempts to convey 
the bittersweet emotion, the wordliness, 
the sensitivity, the wit, the erotic charm 
and resignation of this noble heroine. 
Lehmann is still the standard by which 
the pretender is measured.”

SMID approves tax slice 


Signals at Mission Drive 
adequate, says state board 


Solvang will continue to have but a pair of traf­ 
fic signals along Mission Drive, directors of the 
Solvang Municipal Improvement District have 
been told by the California Highway Commis­ 
sion. 


A request by SMID that the state install a third 
signal at the intersection of Mission Drive and 
Fifth Street has again been turned down by the 
state. 


According to the commission, the signal is not 
needed. The commission pointed out that only a 
single accident had been reported at the in­ 
tersection in 1975 and none last year. 
SMID directors also were informed by the 
commission in the same letter that a proposed 
improvement project along Mission Drive 


(Highway 246) through Solvang had been 
removed from the six-year planning program 
The commission gave SMID no indication when 
or if it may be reinserted. 
The commission said the design work for the 
project, which had been hotly debated in the 
community several years ago due to the 
proposed removal of two rows of old trees lining 
each side of the highway, had only been partially 
completed when the Cal Trans budget was hit by 
the “ money crunch’’ about four years ago 
Cal Trans, however, has plans under way for 
two projects along the town’s main artery. One 
involves a $32,000 site-improvement job at Pine 
Street and a curb and gutter project is 
scheduled on the south side of Mission between 
Fourth Place and Fifth Street.

However, a new upsurge in interest in the granddaddy of 
amateur radio communication is rapidly becoming more evident 
across the land as more and more “ hams’’ are joining the ranks of 
a worldwide fraternity of radio and electronic experimenters and 
operators licensed at various levels of proficiency to communicate 
with almost any spot on the globe. 
“ Hams” have been on the scene in this country since the turn of 
the century, resulting in the formation of the American Radio 
Relay League, Inc., in 1911 which today has its headquarters in 
Newington, Conn. 
Leading a current, one-man volunteer effort to motivate resi­ 
dents of any age of the Santa Ynez Valley in becoming “ hams,” is 
Rick Conners, who moved to Solvang a year ago with his wife, 
Cristi, and family from Santa Barbara. 
Conners is vice president of the family owned Plaza Manage­ 
ment Corp , which has offices in the PAR Building in Solvang. 
Conners said he has been interested in amateur radio “ since my 
days in high school.” The desire to become a “ ham,” never 
reached fruition during high school and college, and like large mas­ 
ses of others in the country, he turned to CB as an alternative 
That was about a year ago when he joined Santa Barbara 
Amateur Radio Club, which he describes as an educational, 
charitable and non-profit corporation founded in 1920 
Indicative, Conners pointed out the renewed interest in ham 
radio is the rapid growth of the Santa Barbara Club The 
membership list has jumped during the past two years from 30 to 
200 Meetings of the club are held the third Friday of each month at 
7:30 p.m. at the Cathedral Oaks Administrative Center Auditorium 
in Santa Barbara 
Nationwide, there are about 350,000 ham 
operators. 
After becoming a member, Conners started his amateur radio 
training at club sessions which are given without charge and which 
are held every Saturday morning at the Cathedral Oaks 
Auditorium Center. 
After learning the required Morse code of five words a minute, 
basic radio theory and FCC rules and regulations, Conners 
received his novice class license. He proceeded further, however, 
and obtained a technician’s class license This included more 
general theory, the same code requirements and passing a test ad­ 
ministered by FCC engineers in Long Beach 
Conners whose call letters are WA6ZYG, was granted his 
general class license June 7 after successfully completing another 
FCC test in Long Beach. This involved code proficiency at 13 words 
a minute and a knowledge of more detailed theory in order to be 
qualified to teach ham aspirants going up the license ladder. 
At the moment he has two young students who are in the process 
of obtaining their novice license One is David Christensen, 15, of 
Solvang, who has successfully passed the code test and who will 
soon take the written exam, and David Keyes, 16, of Santa Ynez, 
who began his novice license training class two weeks ago. 
Conners accompanies the boys to Santa Barbara every Saturday 
for classwork from 10 a.m. to noon. He feels that although the stu­ 
dents can progress “ at their own pace, Christensen and Keyes 
will both hold general novice licenses in a couple of months. 
Conners says he believes that many of today’s CBers are would- 
be hams and describes CB communication as one that had an 
original intent of filling personal needs 
“ It has now, in many instances,” he declared, “ developed into a 
hobby activity.”

Conners is not the only member of the family holding a ham 
license His wife, Cristi, received her novice rating last April and 
plans to complete the requirements of higher level licenses when 
her six-week-old daughter, Sarah Frances, becomes a litUe older. 
The Conners have another child, Rick, who is five 
Conners, who said he believes he is one of about 12 ham 
operators in the valley, said amateur radio is open to people of all 
ages Anyone, he added, can start off with a simple transmitter 
and receiver at a cost of about $200 or less 
Because of the location of his antenna at his home in Solvang, 
Conners said the most radio contact he has made has been to the 
West including the South Pacific area, Japan and the Marshall 
Islands He has also been in communication with hams in Canada, 
Alaska and Puerto Rico. He predicted that when the family moves 
to a higher elevation on the Woodstock Ranch and via the use of a 
beam antenna he will be able to easily communicate with the

eastern seaboard of the U S as well as Europe. 
Conners’ base station is located at his home, but he is never 
without the facility for amateur radio contact. He also owns a por­ 
table two-meter, VHF radio, which also can be used as a base or 
mobile station This unit, under what he described as "proper con­ 
ditions,” can transmit and receive signals as far south as San 
Diego and north to San Francisco. If the atmosphere is “ right,” 
Conners added, the two-meter unit can also reach Hawaii. 


Ham operators, he stated, are a dedicated group who are often 
called upon to aid in emergencies. Hams, he noted, played a major 
role in establishing communications with the outside world last 
week during the Johnstown flood when all other conventional com­ 
munication means were out of service. 


Conners said ham operators come from all segments of the pop­ 
ulation worldwide. Among some of the renowned hams are U.S. 
Sen Barry Goldwater, telecaster Roy Neal, the Crown Prince of 
Iran and King Hussein of Jordan. 
He said the greatest decline in the number of ham operators oc­ 
curred two years ago. He attributed this to the fact that the older 
members were dying and no new hams were appearing on the 
horizon. 
He credited CB radio with introducing the public to radio as 
means of achieving personal communication and at the same time 
made the CBers realize that “ there are greater things out in the air 
waves, permitting people to talk not only locally but all over the 
world via their ham radio.”

TAIPEI, Taiwan (U P I) — 
Typhoon Vera, lashing northern 
Taiwan with 133 m.p.h. winds, 
K illed at least 25 persons Sun­ 
day, crippled the port city of 
Keelung and broke a record set 
last week by Typhoon Thelma 
Vera also crippled what was 
left of Taiwan’s ability to han­ 
dle containerized shipping, and 
officials said 79 freighters were 
advised to steam to other ports 
unless they carried their own 
cranes. 
As rescuers dug through the 
rubble left by Vera, a new 
typhoon named Wanda formed 


today in the Pacific Ocean 750 
miles south of Tokyo. 
Japanese officials said the 
new storm is moving north- 
northeast at 15 m.p.h. with 
center winds estimated at 45 
m.p.h. 
Vera’s 133-mile winds broke 
the record set last week by 
Typhoon Thelma, which whip­ 
ped the southern part of the 
island with 120 m.p.h. winds.

A 59-ton fishing vessel, the 
Fuku Maru, which had taken 
refuge in Ishigaki Harbor, cap­ 
sized and six of the 22 men 
aboard were reported missing. 


Teamster funds 
pay for defense

CHICAGO (U P I) - More 
than $500,000 has been spent 
from the Teamsters Union 
Central States Pension Fund to 
defend three former fund of­ 
ficials charged with conspiring 
to defraud the fund, a report 
has revealed.

Japan's 'Nessie' real, 
say group of fishermen 


TOKYO (U P I) - Thirteen 
Japanese fishermen insist the 
two-ton carcass they pulled 
from the ocean near New 
Zealand was the body of a 
prehistoric creature. 
“ It was no shark and it wasn’t 
a whale either,” Akira Tanaka, 
captain of the 2,455-ton fishing 
boat Zuiyo Maru, said Sunday. 
“ It was a monster,” he said. 
“ It had four large legs or flip­ 
pers on its body. I saw them 
clearly from the ship’s bridge.” 
Tanaka's 
statem ent 
was 
made in an interview in the 
Yomiuri newspaper of Tokyo, 
whose reporters boarded the 
Zuiyo Maru off New Zealand. 
Controversy has raged in 
Japan, the United States and 
Scotland since mid-July over 
the nature of the dead creature 
pulled up in the ship’s nets off 
the New Zealand coast April 25. 
The strange catch did not 
come to public attention until a 
Tokyo newspaper published 
photographs of the partly 
decomposed body, along with 
drawings of it made by a Zuiyo 
Maru sailor.

Aquatic weed threatens 
agricultural industry 


SACRAMENTO (U P I) - A 
rapidly growing aquatic weed 
which could clog California 
irrigation canals if allowed to 
spread unchecked has emerged 
in two major farming areas at 
opposite ends of the state. 
State legislators and farm of­ 
ficials are concerned that the 
leafy African weed hydrilla, 
which can grow two inches a 
day, is gaining such a toehold in 
California that control of it will 
be difficult and costly. 
“ It could spread all over the 
state,” said George Famham, 
public information officer of 
the state Food and Agriculture 
Department. 
Hydrilla was first positively 
identified last fall in 31-acre 
Lake Ellis at M arysville in 
Northern California In the past 
month, the weed has been dis­ 
covered in parts of the All- 
American Canal and smaller 
branch canals in the agricultur­ 
ally important Imperial Valley 
at the southern end of the state. 
The 
M arysville discovery 
raised fears that the weed 
would spread into irrigation 
canals and choke off water sup­ 
plies for most of the state’s $153 
million rice crop which is 


produced in the north state 
“ It is poised on top of the rice 
bowl of California,” Famham 
said. 
The All-Am erican Canal, 
which transports Colorado 
R iver w ater into Southern 
California, provides all the 
irrigation water for the Imperi­ 
al Valley farmers as well as 
m any hom es. The v a lle y 
produces a half-billion dollars 
worth of farm commodities 
each year including most of the 
nation’s winter lettuce. 
" I ’m sure if the growth con­ 
tinues as we saw it the past 
month, in a matter of time it 
will clog the canal, and we don’t 
let that happen,” said Imperial 
County Agricultural Commis­ 
sioner Claude Finnell. 
To remove the weed from the 
manmade Lake Ellis, a $2.75 
m illion program has been 
launched to drain the lake and

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Author warns of 
prescription drugs 


Not too long ago someone I 
know was hospitalized for 
several days due to a bad 
reaction from an antibiotic. 
For that reason I was at­ 
tracted by a book called 
“ Prescription Drugs and 
T heir Side E f fe c ts ’’ by 
Edward Stern (Grosset & 
Dunlop; $3.95.) 
In his introduction the 
author states he is not a physi­ 
cian, 
medical 
researcher, 
pharmacist or employee of a 
drug company. But he adds 
that in a recent 18-month 
period, individuals close to 
him experienced the following 
disturbing medical problems: 
His eight-year-old son was 
rushed to the hospital with a 
severe penicillin reaction. His 
mother was hospitalized after 
she blacked out. A cousin con­ 
fided that he thought he had 
become impotent. And a 
friend's wife was taken off 
“ the p ill” because of an 
assortment of medical dif­ 
ficulties. 
In each instance, after hear­ 
tache, pain and costly medical 
ca re, 
the problem was 
diagnosed as a reaction to a 
particular drug 
For this reason the author 
decided that there was a need 
for a book to alert consumers 
to the possible side effects and 
adverse reactions of the 
prescription drugs they take. 
Side effects and reactions 
such as: dizziness, dry mouth, 
stomach cramps, loss of 
balance, bleeding, fluid reten­ 
tion. headaches, vomiting, 
fever, rash, nausea, loss of 
appetite, 
itching, 
diarrhea, 
blurred vision, pains in the 
joints, impotence, insomnia, 
jitters, fluttering, constipa­ 
tion, shortness of breath, 
drowsiness, depression, etc 
can occur. 
He urges that any health 
changes after taking a par­ 
ticular drug should be discuss­ 
ed with one’s doctor. He 
makes the point, however, 
that side effects and adverse 
reaction s occur only in 
susceptible individuals. Most 
persons who take prescription 
drugs experience few, if any, 
ill effects and adverse reac­ 
tions But you might just be 
the unfortunate one 
It has been estimated that 
m ore 
than one b illio n 
prescriptions are written by 
doctors in the United States in 
one year, and a substantial 
number of these are for the 
older population 
Since there are thousands of 
different prescription drugs 
on the market. Stem was fac­ 
ed with the problem of deter­ 
m in in g w hich of th ese 
medicines to include in the 


book and which to omit. While 
in his neighborhood drug store 
one day, he noticed a large 
price list posted which named 
the 150 m ost frequently 
prescribed prescription drugs 
as tabulated by the New York 
Pharmacy Board. He decided 
to include these 150 as a 
means of helping the greatest 
number of people possible. 
He was assisted in his 
research by Jam es Molt, 
Ph.D., and the book’s inten­ 
tion is to inform the reader 
the reason a particular drug is 
prescribed, precautions to 
observe while taking the drug, 
the possible side effects and 
adverse reactions that may 
occur. If a drug is prescribed 
which is not listed in his book, 
the author suggested that the 
patient ask his physician to 
supply all information from 
the d o c to r ’s r e fe r e n c e 
material. 
Additionally, the book gives 
the generic name of various 
prescription drugs. Whenever 
possible, if your physician will 
prescribe drugs by their 
generic name, you will be able 
to save money on prescrip­ 
tions. 
Also listed are the names of 
pharmaceutical 
companies 
that manufacture each drug; 
the form the drug comes in 
such as tablets, capsules, 
c rea m s, e tc .; a v a ila b le 
strengths of the medication; 
the means of administering 
such as oral, rectal, in­ 
tranasal, ophthalmic, etc 
Space is provided in the back 
of the book for special notes 
about your personal medica­ 
tion or medical history 


The side effects and adverse 
reaction s to the various 
medications listed are those 
the drug companies are aware 
of, based upon their own 
resea rch plus feedback 
received from physicians, 
pharmacists and consumers. 
And the author warns that the 
book is not intended to be used 
in 
any 
w ay 
for s e lf- 
medication He cautions, too, 
that prescription drugs should 
be taken only under the super­ 
vision of a licensed physician 
And never — but never — take 
a prescription drug prescribed 
for someone else

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - Vi­ 
vien Leigh was beautiful, witty, 
talented and intelligent

was also manic-depressive and

She won an Academy Award 
for her portrayal of Blanche Du 
Bois in “A Streetcar Named 
Desire" but is probably best 
remembered for her Oscar- 
winning role as Scarlett O'Hara 
in "Gone with the Wind" and 
for her love affair with Sir 
Laurence Olivier, whom she 
later married then divorced 
To producer David 0 Selz- 
n ic k , 
w ho 
ran 
a m uch 
ballyhooed search for a Scar­ 
lett, the actress with the cat­ 
like green eyes personified the 
southern belle as Margaret 
Mitchell had written her — part 
girl, part woman 
part lady, 
part shrew 
It was this combination of 
personality that was Miss 
Leigh's greatest asset — and 
part of her problem, according 
to Anne Edwards, author of the 
biography "Vivien Leigh 
The actress, who suffered 
bouts of hysteria followed by 
deep depression, died from 
complications of tuberculosis in 
1967 She was 53. 
“Vivien had the great drive 
that Scarlett had," Miss Ed­ 
wards said, comparing the 
woman and the role "But Vi­ 
vien had more inate gentleness 
and goodness She was never 
selfish as Scarlett was She was 
ruthless in knowing what she 
wanted, in that way she was 
like Scarlett, but that was part 


her make-up and part her illnes- 
s." 
Vivien really suffered two 
diseases. Miss Edwards said 
She had tuberculosis and was a 
manic-depressive, a combina­ 
tion that worked against each 
other 
"TB makes you more hype­ 
ractive and with the depression, 
that is almost like taking up­ 
pers and downers." said Miss 
Edwards, who is writing a 
sequel to “ Gone With the 
Wind." 
The author said many doctors 
diagnosed 
M iss Leigh as 
schizophrenic because the ac­ 
tress would turn from a happy, 
loving, generous person to a 
raging, hysterical woman 
Miss Edwards, who also 
wrote a biography of Judy 
Garland, said Miss Leigh’s 
tragedy cannot be compared 
with Miss Garland s or Marilyn 
Monroe’s, or any other of those 
she calls "the darlings who 
cracked up "

Castillo visted Mexico for the 
first time, to attend the 
m arriage of a friend When he 
tried to come back into the 
United States he could offer 
no proof of citizenship and 
was th erefo re denied en­ 
trance. What to do9 Naturally 
he swam the Rio Grande and 
now lives near Laredo as an 
“ illegal alien ” 
If Castillo's story is true, he 
is of course not an “ illegal 
alien,” but more properly a 
“ legal illegal alien ” He says 
he was bom here whether or 
not the government believes 
it. therefore rather than live 
in Mexico (where incidentally 
he is also not a citizen) he is 
forced to live in his homeland 
as an official intruder 
No one can say with certain­ 
ty how many people of Mex­ 
ican extraction share space 
with Luis Castillo in these cir­ 
cumstances. But a leading 
American im m igration a t­ 
torney, Laurier McDonald, 
says the number is high: he 
believes 10 per cent of the 
millions of illegal aliens in the 
U n i t e d 
S t a t e s h a v e a 
legitimate, if unrecognized, 
right to be here. 
M c D o n a l d ' s 
g u e s s 
is 
probably as good as anyone's 
A former FBI agent, he now 
runs one of the largest legal 
assistance centers for im­ 
migrants in the nation One 
hundred aliens a day visit the 
law office for help; many are 
frauds and phonies, the at­ 
torney admits, but there is 
another, and less known, side 
of the picture 


That side is a melancholy 
one 
McDonald says a man 
such as Luis Castillo may 
have a wife in the states, and 
a family as well But though 
im m igration laws are es­ 
tablished expressly to unify 
families, they often serve in­ 
stead to keep families apart, 
“ and so it shouldn't surprise 
us that a man may just sneak 
across the border “ 
McDonald blames U S 


authorities for much of the 
problem. He says officers of 
th e 
I m m i g r a t i o n 
a nd 
N aturalization Service are 
o f t e n “ c a l l o u s and i n ­ 
com petent“ in the handling of 
aliens. He says many have the 
attitude that since some Mex­ 
icans lie, all Mexicans are 
liars, hence should be treated 
with brevity and suspicion 
McDonald cites the case of 
Amalia Rivas as an example 
She is a Mexican resident 
who, in 1950. gave birth to a 
son in America That lad later 
joined the U.S. Army and was 
killed while trying to rescue a 
comrade in Vietnam. Mrs 
Rivas would now like to come 
to America to work, but when 
she applied for permission at 
the U.S. Consul in Monterrey 
she says she was told: “ Not 
no, but hell no!" 
McDonald insists that Mrs 
Rivas has a right to be in this 
country 
He points out that 
had her American son lived to 
age 21. he could have used his 
status to help bring her here 
But McDonald says “ govern­ 
ment bumblers“ can t unders­ 
tand this and so the woman 
has struggled for years to try 
to get thenmtO' change their 
minds. 
Eventually, the government 
minds might change 
But 
when7 McDonald says the 
Rivas application is only one 
of “ a huge mountain of 
appeals“ piled unattended in 
the INS bureaucracy 
Im ­ 
migration authorities say 
there are at least 236,000 
applications backlogged at 


present, some of which may 
not be completed before the 
year 1981 
To hurrv the process, many 
legal illegals are compelled to 
hire a t t o r n e y s such as 
McDonald 
Those who can t 
afford his fees may go for help 
to 
M e x i c a n 
n o t e r i o s 
(noteriesi who are little more 
than pocket picking shysters 
In either case. McDonald 
finds it sad that people who 
belong here must go through 
such pains to prove it 
The alternative to the proof 
is a diminished life as a 
fugitive Luis Castillo, for in­ 
stance. says he has been 
rounded up in several illegal 
alien raids and returned to 
Mexico On occasion he has 
had to pay transporters or 
bribe Mexican officials to get 
back to the North Presently 
he owns forged I D papers in 
an assumed name

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Crippling fear recalled by ex-Hare Krishna member 


PH O EN IX, Ariz. (U P I) - 
For 18 months, Genny Ayers 
lived outside of society, disillu­ 
sioned with her way of life but 
trapped by fears that kept her 
from doing anything about it. 
Fears of turning her back on 
God. Fears of returning in the 
next life as a sub-human. Fears 
of the “ outside.” 
Genny had become a member 
of the Hare Krishna sect. She 
had entered what she now 
describes as a world of “ good 
and evil,” of countless days of 
little sleep, of total subservien­ 
ce, 
c o m m itm e n t 
and 
reliance. 
She remained a cult member 
until her mother, Genevieve 
Ayers of Jacksonville, Fla., 
contacted 
deprogrammers. 
With their help and the help of 
the courts, Genny is resuming 
the life she once left. 
Her brush with Hare Krishna 
began after dropping out of 
Northern Arizona University at 
Flagstaff, dissatisfied with the 
school, the education she was 
receiving and the town. 
She stayed in Flagstaff a cou­ 
ple of months, working in a 
restaurant and a day care 
center, but she feared she “ was 
vegetating.” Reading about 
Hare Krishna and meeting cult 
members on the street, she 
drifted to San Diego. Calif., and 
joined the sect. 
“ The first part of it was ex­ 
citing,” says Genny, now 22 “ It 
was a whole new experience. 
There were rituals, chanting 
and dancing. It was a new en­ 
vironment.” 
Genny was assigned to a 
“Sankirton,” a fund-raising 
function that primarily sold 
books and pamphlets 
“ I would get up at 2 o’clock 
after four to five hours sleep,” 
she says. “ Most of the day was 
spent running around towns, 
raising donations — selling 
books.” 
In her 18 months with the 
Krishnas, Genny traveled 
across the country, from Los 
Angeles to Miami, to Portland, 
Ore , to Salt Lake City. The sect 
discouraged contact with her 
family and she wrote to her 
mother only two or three times.

“ There were many, many 
months between letters that I 
didn’t know where she was and 
when I called places where I 
thought she might be, I was told 
there was no such person 
there,” her mother says. 
Genny says “ letter writing 
was kept down to once every six 
months” because the sect 
didn’t want outside influence. 
“ Everything outside of the 
movement is evil,” she says. 
“ Your perspective is nar­ 
rowed in one direction so the 
whole world is divided into good 
and evil.” 
Mrs Ayers saw her daughter 
twice while Genny was a 
member of the sect. The first 
time was in May 1976 after Gen­ 
ny called her from Los Angeles 
and invited her to a special 
feast. 
“ I spent a whole day trying to 
find her,” Mrs. Ayers says. “ I 
went from apartment to apart­ 
ment in the area where they 
lived.” No one knew of Genny 
Ayers and no one would admit 
knowing a young woman 
answering Genny's description 
The second day, Mrs. Ayers 
found Genny in a Krishna tem­ 
ple. 
“ Other people were there and 
they wanted to do all the 
talking,” Mrs 
Ayers says. 
“ They wouldn’t ailow us to 
leave. They wouldn’t even let 
me walk around the block with 
her.” 
She and Genny were permit­ 
ted to go to the visitors’ room, 
which Mrs Ayers believes was 
“ bugged.” 
“ I thought it was ironic that 
after walking around one full 
day and having people tell me 
that they never heard of my 
daughter, that when they saw 
us together they would say, ‘Oh, 
that must be your mother,” ’ 
she says. 
Last February, Genny called 
her mother from Salt Lake City 
and Mrs Ayers left immediate­ 
ly for Utah. 
The second meeting was 
much like the first. 
“ I felt we were not left alone 
a minute," says Mrs Ayers 
“ They would not let us go out 
into the yard They would say, 
‘No, no, no,’ to all my requests 
Finally, a man came out and 
said someone wanted to talk 
with me on the telephone The 
call was from Los Angeles, I 
believe He wanted to know why 
I was there, how long I was go­ 
ing to stay. I just hung up 
“ The entire time. Genny was 
sitting on the floor, reading I 
told her, ‘Genny, I ’m your 
mother, you called me Please 
get up and follow me.' I kept 
telling her, 'I feel you are a sl­ 
ave in this house.’ She wasn’t 
allowed to answer me.” 
The Sankirton of which Genny 
was a member included six to 
eight girls, most of them in 
their teens and early 20s 
“ Women are completely spit 
upon.” she says “ Women have 
half the brain size (of men), 
they are one step above 
monkeys They are completely 
contaminated and servants of 


At the same time, however, 
men and women alike are led to 
believe they are “ exclusive and 
special” because God has led 
them to the movement, says 
Genny. 
“ The ideology is sharply 
defined,” she says.’ People out 
of the movement are called 
hogs, dogs, camels and asses. It 
completely condemns the in­ 
dividual unless he is serving the 
goal of the movement. It wipes 
out 
g oals, 
ex p ressio n s, 
thoughts 
“ You are trapped by fear and 
guilt You begin to fear having a 
separate opinion ” 
Money was a constant prob­ 
lem and Genny says she was en­ 
couraged to call a bank in 
Florida to demand money from 
a trust established in her name 
Her mother says a man also 
called the bank demanding 


money from the trust. 
“ We were told that sometime 
in the future that prostitution 
would be an accepted way of 
getting money for the group,” 
says Genny 
“ There is some 
stealing, shoplifting, but that’s 
not looked up to.” 
Shoplifting was done on an in­ 
dividual basis, without the 
knowledge of other cult mem­ 
bers, she says. The items were 
generally sold or pawned The 
money supplemented funds 
from the sale of books and was 
turned over to the group, 
The Krishnas talk of “ taking 
over the world,” says Genny. 
“ They know' who’s going to be 
President of the United States. 
They are trying to give books to 
senators and congressmen — 
trying to PR them 
“ They believe there will be a 
war (between Krishnas and out­ 


siders). They believe there will 
come a time when you can walk 
up to a person and say to him, 
‘Hare Krishna,’ and if he 
doesn’t answer you with ‘Hare 
Krishna,’ it will be all right to 
shoot him in the head.” 
Genny says she thought about 
leaving “ every day.” 
“ Everybody wants to leave,” 
she says, “ but you’re very con­ 
trolled Guilt, shame and fear, 
they are the controlling factors 
The fear is that everything out­ 
side is evil and if you leave you 
turn your back on God and you 
have a chance to become a dog 
or a worm in your next life. 
“ You come to depend on the 
cult for everything material 
and spiritual 
Everything is 
regimented and controlled You 
can't just leave ” 
Mrs 
Ayers believed her 
daughter “ was under complete 


mind control.” After reading 
articles on cults and talking 
with other parents and former 
cult members, she contacted a 
deprogramming group which 
put her in touch with attorney 
Ben Martin of Phoenix 
“ I had a feeling something 
was going to happen,” says 
Genny 
While selling cult books at 
Salt Lake International Airport 
last May 4, she was approached 
by a sheriff’s deputy. The 
deputy told her he had a com­ 
plaint about her solication per­ 
mit and asked her to accom­ 
pany him outside 
What the deputy had was a 
court order issued by Third 
D istrict Judge Ja y Banks, 
granting Mrs. Ayers temporary 
custody of her daughter Genny 
was taken to a deprogramming 
center Martin declines to give 


the center’s location 
The sect complained that 
Genny was a victim of “ judicial 
kidnaping" and claimed that 
she was being subjected to 
brainwashing Genny, however, 
wrote Banks and thanked him 
for what he had done, saying 
she no longer identified with the 
Krishna sect. 
“ Deprogramming is just dis­ 
cussion and confrontation." 
says Genny Its main aspect is 
“ trying to get cult members to 
talk ” 
“ You’re not forced to do 
anything but stay in a room. 
You just have to get over the 
fear and guilt After a few days, 
we got out." She says she’s 
been reading, playing music 
and taking hikes 
Martin says Genny “ has 
made 
remarkable 
progress" 
and “ has not regressed.” 


“ She has had com plete 
freedom of movement,” he 
says. “ Only the first couple of 
weeks were her movements 
restricted With a lot of kids, 
that takes five to six months " 
M artin doubts that the 
Krishnas will try to get Genny 
back into the fold 


“ I ’m sure that if they could 
isolate her and impose their 
will on her they would do it. Our 
experience has been that once a 
cult member says publicly. ‘I 
don’t want anything more to do 
with the cult,’ they won’t do 
anything It’s embarrassing to 
them to lose a member." 
Genny thinks she would like 
to help in deprogramming other 
cult members. 
“ I don’t have anything 
against them (cult members), 
in d iv id u a lly .’ ’ 
she 
says.

Progress on privacy 


After two years and $1.75 
million, yet another govern­ 
ment study commission has 
plunked down yet another 
hefty report on the desks of 
the nation s lawmakers. 
For a change, it was time 
and money well spent — or 
will be if the report meets with 
a better fate than the usual file 
and forget. 
The report of the Privacy 
Protection Study Commission 
deals with a subject which, 
thanks to the computer and 
computer systems, is becom­ 
ing of increasing concern to 
Americans, the protection of 
their individual privacy. 
To give an indication of the 
scope of the problem, last year 
97 agencies of the federal 
government maintained 6,753 
“personal data systems” con­ 
taining nearly four billion in­ 
dividual records. 
T h a t’s 
equivalent to nearly 20 items 
of data on every man, woman 
and child in the country. 
Untold billions of other 
r e c o r d s ha v e b e e n a c ­ 
cumulated in the private sec­ 
tor, chiefly in the areas of 
credit, employment, medical

and insurance information. 
The 650-page report of the 
privacy commission contains 
no less than 162 recommenda­ 
tions for new federal and state 
laws and voluntary actions to 
assure the right of an in­ 
dividual to know what infor­ 
mation is being kept on him to 
give him some control over it 
and some recourse in case it is 
misused. 
It would be nice if the entire 
issue would be wrapped up in 
one single piece of legislation, 
but the elements involved are 
so complex and many-layered 
that they can only be attacked 
law by law. 


A questionable point is the 
commission’s urging that an 
independent federal agency be 
created to oversee privacy 
rulemaking and enforcement. 
Let's try the specific law 
versus specific abuse ap­ 
proach first before adding yet 
another bureaucratic tier to 
the federal establishment. 
The 
privacy commission 
report has certainly given 
Congress enough specifics to 
chew on for a long time to 
come.

better defined than the sm aller object 
Along the rim of the wheel there were 
nothing but extremely bright lights,

We watched the objects for nearly 15 
minutes through the binoculars and 
called the wife to verify our findings 
They were not stars. They were uniden­ 
tified flying objects 
Later on. Elinor explained her early

THOUGHTS WHILE SHAVING 
Okay, now we’ll go on vacation. 


HELINSKI — Over the years the Finns 
have fought 42 wars against Russia and 
lost them all. which is discouraging 
They did well in these wars, if you don’t 
count losing them, and they are fond of 
saving in these parts, “ Every Finn can 
take on ten Russians But what do you do 
when the eleventh comes along?” What 
they decided finally to do in 1944 was to 
get out of the business of fighting with 
the Russians and settle on such term s as 
the Finns could get 
In 1944, for a very 
brief period in Soviet 
history, the Russians 
were willing to settle 
for less than what they 
later imposed on the 
conquered territories 
of Eastern Europe 
Nobody knows quite 
why, but the Russiaisn 
came up with an in­ 
tricate agreement, some of it explicit, 
some of it unspoken: 
Thus Fmlandiza- 
tion was bom 
That is the term widely 
used now to su g g est the unique 
relationship the Soviet Union is reaching 
for with respect to Europe 
Thus one 
hears also of the “ Finlandization of the 
spirit,” which is the subjugation of the 
spirit of Soviet will 
Concretely, the Finns had to come up 
with $300 million in reparations. 
This 
sum w as lo o sely a rriv e d a t by 
calculating the damages inflicted upon 
the Soviet army by the Finns' resisting 
Russian aggression which they did so 
nobly in the early days of the Second 
World War. 
That money, by the way, 
was provided substantially by the 
Swedes, whose conscience was uneasy 
about the neutrality they had enjoyed 
during the war 
The hardship on the 
Finns was real, because they are proud 
of their reputation for paying off their 
war debts 
Indeed the Finns, uniquely, 
rep aid th e U nited S ta te s m onies 
borrowed to defend themselves during 
the First World War. So that under that 
great economic burden (there are fewer 
than five million Finns), they struggled 
during the forties and fifties. 
It was further stipulated by the Rus­ 
sians that the Finninsh government 
would be officially neutral — but would 


tilt toward the Soviet Union in its foreign 
policy 
This extends to criticism of the 
Soviet Union in the Finnish press There 
isn’t any law that says it. but the media 
simply refrain from criticizing the 
Soviet Union 
The situation is com­ 
parable to the Latera n Treaty between 
Italy and the Vatican 
Mussolini agreed 
not to permit criticism of Papal policy. 
It is further agreed that the Finns will 
not shelter refugees from the Soviet 
Union 
The Finns live under the perpetual in­ 
security anyone lives under who owes his 
independence to Russian sufferance. 
That is the principal reason, they tell you 
in Finland, for the emigration of middle- 
class Finns to other countries. 
In the 
first six months of this year, 3,500 Finns 
with special skills left Finland, a drain 
on the professional and technical 
resources of the country that causes 
great pain, and great concern. 
The Soviet Union flexed its muscles in 
1958. during what goes by the name of the 
Night Frost — when the Russian am bas­ 
sador was recalled and trade stopped 
This is a quick means of bringing the 
Finns to heel inasmuch as 60 per cent of 
their energy flows in from Russia and 
this energy is bought through barter. 
The government capitulated and the new 


government, even more conciliatory, 
cam e in. 
Finnish governments, by the way, 
com e and go with a near-Bolivian 
velocity. The Finns got th eir in­ 
dependence 60 years ago, and have had 
60 governments. The center of political 
gravity is left of center, but there is a 
strong conservative tradition maintained 
by the rural vote 
And notwithstanding 
the hectic historical and geopolitical cir­ 
cum stances, 
the Finns enjoy the 
fourteenth highest per capita income in 
the world 
“ Finlandization” 
is 
therefore best 
defined as a kind of inchoate subordina­ 
tion to Soviety policy. 
Lord Percy of 
Newcastle wrote 25 years ago that the 
genius of socialism is that it makes 
private property perpetually insecure. It 
isn’t only private property in Finland 
that is perpetually insecure, but the in­ 
dependence of the state, and the liberties 
of the people 
It is for that reason the 
Finns are ardent advocates of detente, 
reasoning that anything that might 
lobotomize the giant to the south post­ 
pones the day when, looking about for 
ways of expressing its general dis­ 
pleasure. it could reach out, and fight 
that forty-third and conclusive, war 
against the Finnish people. 


A new class has been added to this 
country, right up there with the polo 
players, yacht owners, spa seekers, jet 
setters, and women who can wear a 
Diane Von Furstenberg wrap-around 
without a pin in the cleavage.

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WASHINGTON — (NEA) — It’s hard­ 
ly newsworthy these days when a major 
corporation confesses to the Securities 
and Exchange Commission (SEC) that it 
has maintained a secret company slush 
fund to finance kickbacks, bribes dis­ 
guised as “ C om m issions,” illegal 
political contributions or other unlawful 
payments 
So many companies 
h a v e 
m a d e 
s u c h 
revelations during the 
past four years that 
only the Wall Street 
Journal still regularly 
carries stories about 
those disclosures — 
and those brief ac­ 
counts are buried in­ 
side the newpaper. 
B u t 
a 
r e p o r t 
scheduled to be sub­ 
mitted to the SEC next 
month by the General Tire & Rubber Co., 
ranked 111th in the “ Fortune 500’’ list of 
m ajor corporations, could once again 
m ake the subject of “ questionable 
paym ents” front-page news. 
Most firms having problems with the 
SEC or in the courts manage to bury that 
news in a footnote behind the detailed 
financial statem ents at the back of their 
annual reports 
The scope of General 
T ire’s troubles is readily apparent from 
a casual glance at the 1976 annual report 
it issued several months ago 


Dominating that report is a section 
c alled 
‘‘In fo rm a tio n 
C oncerning 
Investigations, Litigation and Related 
M atters ” 
It occupies almost four full 
pages at the front of the report issued by 
the Akryn. Ohio firm 


More than a year ago, in May 1976, the 
company signed a court order, sought by 
the SEC, which called for the establish­ 
ment of a Special Review Committee 
authorized to conduct a full investigation 
in the use of corporate funds for alleged 
illegal and improper purposes 


The Committee initially was mandated 
to conclude its work and produce a 
report in November 1976. but that 
deadline was postponed first to February 
1977. then to this month, A third exten­ 
sion calls for a report next month 


The sensitivity of the Com m ittee’s 
work is illustrated by one of the seven il­ 
legal activities alleged by the SEC and 
described very imprecisely in General 
T ire’s annual report. “ Conferring of 
gratuities and benefits, including the use 
of corporate aircraft and payment of 
miscellaneous expenses, to U.S military 
officers and civilian employes." 
Neither the SEC nor the company will 
elaborate on that vague language. But 
the Defense Department, responding to a 
request filed under provisions of the 
F reedom of Inform ation Act, has 
provided previously unpublished infor­ 
mation about that phase of General 
T ire’s activities 
According to those Pentagon docu­ 
ments, General Tire has acknowledged 
that its corporate jets were used 20 times 
during the sam e three-year period to 
carry federal employes. 
Two of those 
trips “ were for entertainm ent pur­ 
poses,” but there is no explanation for 
the remaining flights 
The Pentagon was interested in those 
activities because one of General T ire’s 
major subsidiaries, the Aerojet-General 
Corp of El Monte, Calif., is a large 
Defense Department contractor. 


The documents indicate, however, that 
the Pentagon apparently relied ex­ 
clusively for its information on the com­ 
pany’s voluntary admissions, then dis­ 
played a strikingly casual attitude 
tow ard ad m itted violations of the 
departm ent's own code of ethics 


In the cases of the almost 400 com­ 
panies which have confessed to the SEC 
t h a t t h e y m a d e “ q u e s t i o n a b l e 
payments," there have been numerous, 
well-publicized instances of illegal con­ 
tributions to members of Congress, 
presidential candidates and other 
elected officials 


But, according to the SEC’s Enforce­ 
ment Division, there has been no case to 
date in which a corporation revealed the 
improper use of funds on behalf of 
federal civilian employes or military of­ 
ficers 
Thus, General Tire’s upcoming 
report could open a new chapter of what 
has come to be known as the “corporate 
W atergate” of the 1970s

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Some Fair Nostalgia 


A touch of nostalgia 
was in the air as Emil 
D ie tric h , 
now a 
resident of Creston, 
spoke of his mother’s 
exhibits in the Upper 
Salinas Valley Fair, 
presently known as 
the San Luis Obispo 
County Fair. 


Mrs. Robert Dietrich 
frequently 
exhibited 
paintings and such at 
the Fair after they 


settled in the Creston 
area on their wedding 
trip in 1886. Basically, 
they used their ranch 
as a summer resort. 


The picture Mr. 
Dietrich is showing is 
an oil painting of a 
boat painted by his 
mother in 1899, which 
was exhibited in the 
Upper Salinas Valley 
Fair of 1912. She won 
a first place ribbon. 


Mr. Dietrich vividly 
remembers, several 
buggy rides from San 
Francisco, where his 
father was in busi­ 
ness, to the ranch in 
Creston. In fact, he 
recalls listening to his 
mother’s accounts of 
Indians on the ranch 
near a large oak tree. 


Perhaps one of the 
primary reasons for 
m a i n t a i n i n g the 


Creston ranch were 
the nearby mudbaths 
which relieved Mrs. 
D ietrich’s rheuma­ 
tism. 


The Dietrich family 
is quite well-known to 
this area. They are 
friends of the O’Don- 
ovans, 
a pioneer 
family of the Creston 
area.

From big top to big time 
A pretty fair success story 


In the early-morn­ 
ing hours of Sept. 13, 
1946, dozens of 
workers scrambled 
through the maze of 
tents, booths and 
electric wires spread 
over a few dusty acres 
of real estate on Paso 
Robles’ Riverside 
Avenue. 


In a few short hours, 
the almost four years 
of planning, pre­ 
paring and worrying 
would be over. The 
seemingly endless 
months of scraping 
to g e th e r money, 
equipment and man­ 
power would momen­ 
tarily be forgotten. 
Almost miraculously, 
the myriad of loose 
ends seemed all tied 
up. The big day was 
here and it was sink or 
swim. 


That morning, the 
gates of the San Luis 
Obispo County Fair 
were opened to the 
public. By the time the 
fair was over, two days 
later, an estimated 


20,000 people had 
passed through those 
gates. The work and 
worry had paid off. 
Not only had the fair’s 
organizers 
provided 
memorable entertain­ 
ment and interesting 
exhibits, but they had 
even managed to 
make money, which is 
rare among fairs in 
general and almost 
unheard of among 
newcomers to the 
business. 


While the fair 
association’s board of 
directors was obvious­ 
ly pleased with the 
warm reception its 
“new baby” received, 
it couldn’t forget that 
the “pregnancy” had 
been a difficult one. 


It had begun four 
years earlier in 1942 
when a handful of San 
Luis Obispo County 
residents, headed by 
Herb Sutton, decided 
to try and put a county 
fair together. The first 
big break came when 
the county’s board of 


supervisors allocated 
$10,000 toward the 
cost of the fair. (The 
allocation was largely 
due to the interest of 
supervisors Dick 
Kleck and John 
Ruskovich. Kleck 
later went to Sacra­ 
mento with Sutton 
and lobbied successfully 
for the founding of the 
fair district Ruskovich 
became a member of 
the original fair board 
and has been associat­ 
ed with it ever since.) 


Once the county 
supervisors broke the 
ice, things began to 
happen. 
The 
Paso 
Robles City Council 
allocated 
an 
addi­ 
tional $6,000. Then 
with assurances of 
state money (fairs in 
California receive a 
percentage of the 
taxes from the horse 
racing industry), the 
outlook for the fledg­ 
ling fair was some­ 
what brighter.

The first glimpse 
most Americans had 
of Roy Clark, the 
superstar headliner of 
the 1977 San Luis 
Obispo County Fair, 
was when he played 
the good-natured hick, 
Cousin Roy, on “The 
Beverly 
Hillbillies.” 
That, as it turned out, 
was hardly a fair 
display of his abilities 
as a performer. 


Since the native of 
Tulsa, Okalhoma won 
the national banjo- 
playing champion­ 
ships at the tender age 
of 16, he has been on a 
non-stop journey to 
the top of the music 
industry. Now at 44, 
Clark is regarded as 
one of the most 
versatile, most dyna­ 


mic entertainers in the 
world-and deservedly 
so. For example, last 
year he played to a 
packed house in 
Boston accompanyed 
by no less than Arthur 
Fie d le r 
a n d 
th e 
Boston Pops. During 
that concert, Clark 
played the banjo, 
electric guitar, 12- 
string guitar, acoustic 
guitar and violin in a 
variety 
of 
musical 
styles ranging from 
hard-core country 
music to classical 
guitar. 


Through wide-spread 
television exposure 
(Hee-Haw, 
The To­ 
night Show, The Odd 
Couple) and a mind- 
b o g g l i n g c o n c e r t 
schedule (some 300 


dates a year) Clark in

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Big Top to Big Time 


A ROUND UP—of old time characters 
assemble for one of the first fair group shots.

Then one of the big 
setbacks occurred. It 
was decided that the 
debut of the fair 
should be postponed 
because of World War 
II. The fair board 
watched and waited 
and when the war 
finally ended in 1945, 
preparations shifted 
into high gear. 


One of the big 
concerns was the 
featured entertain* 
ment. Money was still 
a commodity in short 
supply so Fair Mana­ 
ger George Stephan 
and 
the board of 
directors were forced 
to rule out big-name 
entertainment. What 
they decided upon was 
the San Luis Obispo 
County Fair Caval­ 
cade. 


The Cavalcade was 
a full-scale wild west 
show replete with 
cowboys, Indians, 
cavalry, wagon trains, 
a frontier town and 
dance hall girls. 
Composed entirely of 
local volunteers, the 
Cavalcade was a 
director’s nightmare. 
Rehearsals were held 
once a week so the 
nearly 
100 
partici­ 
pants would have 
some sense of what 
was supposed to 
happen. 
Time 
and 
again they replayed 
the wagon train 
attack, the cavalry 
charge and the rest. 


When fairtime came, 
it was a matter of 
cross your fingers and 
hope for the best. 


The C av alcad e 
succeeded beyond 
anyone’s expecta­ 
tions. It was without a 
doubt the hit of the 
fair. The massive 
crowds that gathered 
to watch had as much 
fun as the partici­ 
pants—well, 
almost 
as much. 


One of the partici­ 
pants in that first 
Cavalcade was Ken 
Davies. Davies played 
the part of the Pony 
Express rider in the 
big production. 
He 
also invented a town 
drunk character that 
was one of the hits of 
the production (although 
th e town d ru nk 
routine was ignored in 
the program). 


“Some people thought 
I was really drinking 
then, 
but I never 
touched the stuff,” 
Davies said, reminisc­ 
ing about his perfor­ 
mance of 31 years ago. 
“It was a crude sort of 
thing but it went over 
in those days.” 


(The Cavalcade was 
abandoned three 
years later because it 
became 
unmanage­ 
able, according to 
Davies. Shortly there 
after, Davies was 
appointed to the fair’s 
board of directors and 
he has served for 25 
years.) 


While most of the 
attention at that first 
fair was focused on 
the Cavalcade, there 
were still plenty of 
other things going on. 
Among the other 
popular 
attractions 


were the exhibits in 
the agriculture-horti­ 
culture 
department. 
One of the volunteer 
workers in that 
department 
was 
a 
young woman named 
Edith Bethel. 


“There were no 
buildings then,” Mrs. 
Bethel scud, “so we 
were in a huge tent 
with a dirt floor. The 
dirt and dust got all 
over the entries. 
Sometimes a strong 
wind would come up 
and the tent would 
start flapping. You 
never knew if the tent 
would go flying off.” 


(Mrs. Bethel proved 
to be unflappable. She 
served two more years 
assisting 
with 
the 
agriculture-horticul­ 
ture displays. Then, 
upon the retirement of 
her predecessor, she 


took over the reins of 
the department and 
has been running it 
ever since.) 


Once the first San 
Luis Obispo County 
Fair was over, the fair 
board began looking 
toward the future. It 
was evident to the 
board members that 
their new baby would 
need some growing 
room. Gradually, as 
money allowed, they 
began purchasing the 
land adjacent to the 
tiny fairgrounds. And, 
sometimes when the 
money wasn’t there, 
the board members 
put up their own 
money to buy the land 
and when the money 
finally came in, they 
were reimbursed. 


Once, however, the 
big one got away, 
according to honorary 


fair board member 
John Ruskovich (who 
has been with the 
board for 31 years). 


The fair board once 
had the opportunity to 
purchase some land 
on the northern side of 
the fairgrounds, said 
Ruskovich. He said 
the board decided not 
to buy, however, 
because the $6,000 
price tag was too high. 
Today, that property 
lies beneath the - 
various Black Oak 
enterprises and is 
conservatively valued 
at several million 
dollars. 


Despite that set­ 
back, though, the San 
Luis Obispo County 
Fair continued to 
grow. In its second 
year, the fair was 
expanded from three

go. The rider circles 
the track once and 
changes his mount, 
goes another lap, 
changes and sets out 
on the third and 


telling lap. 


In the traditional 
steer corralling event, 
each team rides into 
the herd and cuts out 
three steers, marked 
with the same number 
as the team. These 
critters must then be 
corralled within the 
allowed 
three 
min­ 
utes. 


These two days 
promise to be fun for 
both participants and 
spectators.

U sin g a family 
recipe more than 200 
years old, Mrs. Squires, 
a native of Denmark— 
and her husband, 
Gary, 
set 
up 
two 
ableskiver pans in a 
booth and went into 
business. 
Soon 
the 
demand for pan puffs 
was too much for two 
pans so they added 
more. In only a few 
years, they were using 
12 pans. 


“There’s got to be a 
better way,” Gary told 
his wife. He began 
consulting an engi­ 
neer about a design for 
a chain-drive pan puff 
machine. The engi­ 
neer 
suggested 
in­ 
stead a rotary design, 
and by 1975 th e 
machine was finished. 
To th e S q u i r e s ’ 
knowledge, it is the 
only machine of its 
kind in the world and 
last year it turned out 
nearly 40,000 pan 
puffs for hu n gr y 
. fairgoers. 


One of the Squires’ 
biggest problems now 
i 8 e x p l a i n i n g to 
curious people what, 
ableskivers are. “They’re 
not really a dessert,” 
Mrs. 
Squires 
said, 
“although a lot of our 
customers think so. 
I’ve cooked them since 
I was five or six years 
old and we’ve always 
had them as a whole 
meal.” 


The pan puffs, when 
cooked to a golden 
brown, are sprinkled 
with powdered sugar 
or butter as a topping 
or the ableskiver can 
be transformed into 
the special “Danish 
Delight” by having it 
cu t 
in 
h a l f a n d 
smothered with straw­ 
berries and whipped 
cream. 


So, when the hun 
gries strike, pop on 
over and see about an 
ableskiver. You’ll find 
it a tasty addition to 
the other fine foods 
available at the fair.

The livestock showring at the San Luis 
Obispo County Fair will host another type of 
animal this year. On Sunday, Aug. 14, from 2 to 
4 PM all sorts of dogs will be shown by 4-Hers. 


Members of 4-H many enter either the Guide 
Dog or the Dog Care and Training competition. 
The Guide Dog classes are open to all 4-H 
participants throughout the state of California, 
while the Dog Care and Training classes are 
open only to San Luis County members. 


The 4-Hers learn the “do’s and don’ts” of 
presenting their animals from their individual 
4-H community groups. 


The Guide Dogs are especially appealing to 
the public. A large percentage of the dogs 
trained by 4-Hers are used in aiding the blind. 


The Guide Dogs for the Blind, which issues 
the guide dogs, are very selective in choosing 
dog masters. Applications to receive a guide dog 
are carefully screened by the association. If 
selected, a 4-Her will train his dog for 
approximately one year. 


Generally, most guide dogs are German 
Shepherds, Golden Retrievers, Labrador 
Retrievers, and occasionally, a Boxer. 


Mike Short, Key Leader of Dog Care and 
Training for four years, has seen the gratifying 
results of the Guide Dog program. “Though no 
financial rewards are received, the emotional 
rewards are immense.”
